AN INTERNATIONAL CATALOGUE OF 
SCIENTIFIC LITERATURE. 


DvuRING last month an International Confer- 
ence of an altogether unusual character was 
held at the rooms of the Royal Society, of 
London, in Burlington House, the subject 
under discussion being the preparation of com- 
plete indexes of the original publications relat- 
ing to all branches of mathematics and natural 
science appearing throughout the civilized 
world. The conference was summoned by the 
British Government, at the instance of the 
Royal Society, which has long taken the lead 
in matters of this kind, its ‘‘ Catalogue of 
Scientific Papers” having acquired a world- 
wide reputation. Forty-one delegates from 
foreign governments attended the conference, 
the countries represented being Austria, Bel- 
gium, Canada, Cape Colony, Denmark, France, 
Germany,Greece, Hungary, India, Italy, Japan, 
Mexico, Natal, the Netherlands, Norway, New 
South Wales, New Zealand, Queensland, Swe- 
den, Switzerland, and the United States. The 
delegates of Russia, Portugal, and Brazil, 
through unforeseen circumstances, were un- 
able to attend. 

At the opening meeting on Tuesday, July 14, 
Sir John Gorst (who represented the British 
government) was chosen president; and on his 
nomination, General Ferrero (Italian ambas- 
sador in London), Professor Darboux (French 
delegate), Professor Ulach (Austrian delegate), 
Professor Ulébius (German delegate), and Pro- 
fessor Simon Newcomb (United States dele- 
gate), were appointed vice-presidents. English, 
French, and German having been adopted as 
the official languages of the conference, Pro- 
fessor Armstrong was nominated secretary for 
the English language; Professor Forel (Swiss 
delegate) for French; and Professor Dyck 
(German delegate) for German. The proceed- 


ings throughout the conference were marked 
by great unanimity, for though the resolutions 
as originally put elicited in several instances 
considerable discussion, in the course of which 
they underwent more or less amendment, as 
finally put they were agreed to unanimously. 

The desirability of compiling and publishing 
such a catalogue of scientific literature as in- 
dicated was in the first place agreed to, and a 
scheme for the formation of the work was sub- 
mitted. The catalogue is to be arranged both 
by authors’ names and by subjects, and in 
the arrangement of subject-matter special at- 
tention is to be paid in the construction of the 
work to the requirements of scientific investi- 
gators, to the end that these may find out 
by simplest method what has been published 
concerning any particular subject of inquiry. 
In indexing according to subject-matter, re- 
gard is to be had not only to the title of the 
paper, but also to the nature of the contents. 
A contribution to science for the purposes 
of the catalogue is to be considered to mean 
a contribution to the mathematical, physical, 
or natural sciences, to the exclusion of what 
are sometimes called the applied sciences. 
The final editing and publication of the pro- 
posed catalogue is to be entrusted to a cen- 
tral international bureau, acting under the 
direction of an international council, which 
will be responsib'e for the administration of 
the enterprise. Any country, however, which 
shall declare its willingness to undertake the 
task is to be entrusted with the duty of collect- 
ing, provisionally classifying, and transmitting 
to the central office, in accordance with rules 
laid down by the international council, all the 
entries belonging to its scientific literature. 
The central bureau is to be in London, 

The catalogue is to be issued from the be- 
ginning of 1900, in the first instance in the 
form of slips or cards as promptly as possible, 
and cards corresponding to any one or more 
branches of science, or to sections of such 
sciences, are to be furnished to subscribers 
under the direction and at the discretion of the 
central bureau. The catalogue is also to be 
issued from time to time in book form, in parts 
corresponding to the several branches of 
science. English is to be the language of the 
two catalogues. The question of the classifi- 
cation of the subject-matter naturally gave rise 
to considerable discussion, and it was ultimate- 
ly resolved, inasmuch as the conference was 
unable to accept any of the systems recently 
proposed, to remit the study of classification to 
a committee of organization, which the Royal 
Society was requested to form, to study all 
questions relating to the catalogue left unde- 
cided by the conference. 
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E. P. DUTTON & CO. AND RAPHAEL TUCK 
& SONS CO. CHARGED WITH VIOLAT- 
ING THE COPYRIGHT LAW. 


McLouGHLIn Bros., publishers of toy-books, 
etc., on the 24th ult. brought charges before 
James T. Kilbreth, collector of customs at the 
port of New York, against E. P, Dutton & Co. 
and Raphael Tuck & Sons Company, for im- 
porting books in violation of section 3 of the 
international copyright law, and contrary to the 
tariff act of 1894. With the charges were filed 
copies of several of the publications of both 
firms, which were respectively marked: ‘‘Copy- 
right, 1895, by E. Nister, printed in Bavaria,” 
and ‘*Copyright, 1895, by Raphael Tuck & 
Sons, Ltd.” Atthetime when proceedings were 
begun the publications for 1896 had not yet 
been placed upon the market; but it wasclaimed 
that last year’s publications were imported 
illegally, and it was supposed that this year’s 
publications would be brought into this country 
in a similar manner. 

The attention of the Treasury Department 
and of the accused publishers was called to the 
matter simultaneously. The Government held 
that the word ‘‘copyright” stamped upon the 
books was to be taken as prima facie evidence 
that they were copyrighted in this country, and 
instructed the custom house authorities to take 
action in the absence of proofs to the contrary. 
Charles A. Clapp, a member of the firm of 
E. P. Dutton & Co., and Charles Kaufmann, 
president of the Raphael Tuck & Sons Com- 
pany, made affidavits setting forth their re- 
‘spective sides of the case. Mr. Clapp in effect 
said that the pictures were copyrighted in the 
United States by E. Nister, and were so marked, 
and that this was done from original paintings, 
but that the books as such were not copyright- 
ed. He specified the following books, which 
contained these pictures: ‘‘ Thank You,” ‘‘With- 
out Mother,” ‘‘ Three Little Maids,” ‘‘ Harry’s 
Slate,” ‘‘Hurdy Gurdy,” ‘‘ Barks and Re- 
marks,” ‘*‘Neddy,” ‘‘ Kitty,” ‘‘Dr. Quack,” 
and ‘‘Merry Hearts.” In one of the firm’s 
catalogues accompanying another affidavit Mr. 
Clapp checked sixteen books, calendars, etc., 
which he said were marked copyrighted and 
which were copyrighted in this country as to 
the pictures only, from an original painting, but 
that the books, lithographs as such, and the 
printed matter are not copyrighted. 

_ Mr. Kaufmann made similar affidavits as to 
importations of calendars, which he said were 
not copyrighted. In two other affidavits he spe- 
cifiled, by name and number, in one ¢ase seventy 
publications and in another case most of the 
catalogue numbers from 1454 to 1499 and from 
1516 to 1532, copyrights of which he said were 
obtained from original paintings, copies of 
which are upon the covers, but that the books 
themselves are not copyrighted in this country. 
Both parties deny that the books are copy- 
righted, and that they ever made any such 
claim, but that the chromo-lithographs or pict- 
ures are copyrighted as reproductions of orig- 
inal paintings, and that the original paintings 
Were copyrighted by filing two photographs of 
cach in the office of the Librarian of Congress, 
5 that the proceedings were all regular un- 
cer the law relating to works of art. 
, While waiting for the decision of the Treas- 
=o Department, McLoughlin Bros., through 
‘heir attorney, A. B. Malcomson, have brought 
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suit in the name of William J. Rigney, who is 
said to bean employee of McLoughlin Brothers, 
against Raphael Tuck & Sons Company for 
violation of section 6 of the copyright law, 
which is section 4963 Revised Statutes. This 
section reads as follows: ‘‘ Every person who 
shall insert or impress such notice or words of 
the same purport in or upon any book, map or 
chart, dramatic or musical composition, print, 
cut, engraving, photograph, or other articles 
for which he has not obtained a copyright, 
shall be liable to a penalty of $100, recoverable 
one-half to the person who shall sue for such 
penalty, and one-half to the use of the United 
States.” The case is pending in the United 
States Circuit Court. 





BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


SIXTH ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE VIR- 
GINIA BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


THE sixth annual conference of the Vir- 
ginia Booksellers’ Association was held at 
Ocean View, Va., July 28 and 29, President T. J. 
Beckwithinthechair. The roll-call showed the 
following firms present or represented by let- 
ter: ] W. Randolph & Co., Hunter & Co., George 
M. West, R. G. Meyer, and Adolph Hartung, all 
of Richmond; T. S. Beckwith & Co. and Pritch- 
ett & Co., of Petersburg; W. L. Crump & Co., of 
Portsmouth; Vickery & Co. and Alfriend & 
Murray, of Norfolk; Bell & Co., of Lynchburg; 
A. Breechin, of Charlottesville; and W. L. Oli- 
ver, of University of Virginia. Letters were 
read by the secretary, J. V. Alfriend, from 
many of the firms from the interior of the 
State, expressing their sympathy and hearty 
co-operation. On motion the regular order of 
business was suspended, and the names of the 
following firms were offered for membership: 
A. Hartung, R. G. Meyer, and George M. West, 
of Richmond, and Alfriend & Murray, of Nor- 
folk. No objections being made, they were 
declared elected. 

The president’s annual message, in the next 
order of business, was read and listened to 
with much interest. On motion of Col. Bid- 
good it was received and referred to the next 
day’s session, together with letters from A. 
Breechin, of Charlottesville, and J. J. English, 
of Richmond. 

On motion the president appointed Messrs. 
Hunter, Bidgood, and R. J. Alfriend a com- 
mittee to draft suitable resolutions expressive 
of the association’s appreciation, condolence, 
and sympathy in the death of Anson D. F. 
Randolph. After a recess the following was 
presented by the committee: 

After a well-spent life, and in the flower of old age, 
Anson D. F. Randolph has passed over the river. He 
was a bookseller, par excellence, serving his ipercatce- 
ship to the American Sunday-School Union for nearly 
twenty-one years, storing his mind with every knowledge 
of the business to which he became an ornament, and in 
which he was an example to those who follow after. He 
has left the world better by having lived init. He looked 
upon his business as a profession and pursued it with 
assiduity unti! he became a shining light to his brother 
booksellers. His every effort was to do good to his fel- 
low-men and, to use his own words, ‘‘to lift them to a 
higher scale.’’ 

He did not accumulate a fortune, and died what the 
world calls poor; yet he was rich in the love ard esteem 
of his brother-man. His memory will berevered by those 
who honor true manhood. ; 

The Virginia booksellers can never forget his cheer ng 


words and good wishes for them when they organized 
their association; therefore, be it 
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Resolved, by the Booksellers’ Association of Virginia 
in the annual meeting this 28th of July, 1896: That in the 
death of Mr. Anson D. F. Randolph, the trade with 
which he was intimately associated, and upon which he 
conferred distinction, has met with an irreparable loss, 
and the State and city in which he lived have also losta 
good, true, and patriotic citizen, and thatthe Booksellers’ 
Association of Virginia join with others in the expres- 
sion of their deep sympathy in the death of so good a 
man.

The resolutions were adopted by a rising 
vote. It was moved that a copy of the resolu- 
tions be transmitted to the family of Mr. Ran- 
dolph, and that THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY be 
requested to print them with its report of the 
convention. The convention then adjourned 
to meet on the following day at 10:30 A.M. 

The second day’s session was begun prompt- 
ly. The president addressed the meeting, brief- 
ly reviewing the work of the executive com- 
mittee during the past year, and congratulating 
the association upon its useful and valuable 
work as a corporate body. The president’s 
annual message was next formally considered 
and ordered to be spread on the minutes. A 
communication, expressing sympathy with its 
work, was then drafted and forwarded to the 
National Association of Newsdealers, Book- 
sellers, and Stationers. 

The question of long discounts from the 
price list of miscellaneous books next came up 
and was discussed for upwards of an hour. 
Many spoke on the subject, and it was the 
unanimous voice of the association that pub- 
lishers should consider placing upon their 
publications a reasonable price, from which 
they might give the bookseller a 254 discount. 
Such a course would prevent department 
stores advertising, for example, an $18.75 set 
of Dickens at $4.50. Aldolph Hartung, J. V. 
A'friend, and T. S. Beckwith were appointed 
a committee to prepare a suitable circular-letter 
to be pxesented to the Executive Committee 
for their approval, and to be sent to the pub- 
lishers. 

J. J. English’s suggestion that the name of 
the association be changed to the Virginia 
Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Association, cre- 
ated considerable discussion. It was finally de- 
cided that the motion be rejected, the opinion 
being general that the interest of the associa- 
tion would not be strengthened by the admis- 
sion of members who were not booksellers. 

It was moved that it is the sense of the 
association that the dealer may consider com- 
peti‘ion from the publisher as outside competi- 
tion, and that the dealer in such cases is per- 
mitted to compete, being relieved from the 
obligations to the association. The motion 
was carried without dissent. 

The executive committee was instructed to 
appear before the Virginia State Board of Edu- 
cation in relation to discounts, and ask that it 
endorse the request of the association to the 
publishers that they shall refuse to sell to 
county superintendents, small dealers, and to 
department stores; that it recognize the booksell- 
er as the medium of supply, the association 
guaranteeing to the board that it will see to it 
that every child may get free school-books at 
the contract price instead of the large price 
which is now very often charged by some of 
the country stores. To obviate this the asso- 
ciation proposes to deliver to any child, post- 
paid, for the contract price of the book, 


Montgomery West, of the late firm of West, 
Johnson & Co., was elected an honorary mem- 
ber. The resignation of R. G. Hume & Bro., 
of Portsmouth, was presented. W. L. Crump 
moved that the resignation be not accepted, 
which was seconded by the Norfolk trade. 
After some discussion of the question, the chair 
appointed Col. Bidgood a committee to wait 
on Mr. Hume and ask that he reconsider his 
resignation. 

The election of officers resulted in the unani- 
mous re-election of T. S. Beckwith, of Peters- 
burg, as president; J. J. Samuel, of Norfolk, as 
vice-president, and of J. V. Alfriend, of Nor- 
folk, as secretary. The executive committee 
consists of Mr. Hunter and J. J. English, of 
Richmond, W. L. Crump, of Portsmouth, and 
Mr. Breechin, of Charlottesville. The conven- 
tion adjourned at 2:30 P.M. sine die. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


BARON JOHANN LOTHAR VON FABER, head of 
the firm of A. W. Faber, the famous makers of 
lead-pencils, died July 26 at his home in Stein, 
near Niiremberg. He was born July 12, 1817, 
and at the age of twenty-two became, by the 
death of his father, the head of the house. 
Baron von Faber was a great-grandson of A. 
W. Faber, who founded the business in 1760. 
He was an uncle of Eberhard Faber, of New 
York. 


EmiILy, LADY TENNYSON, widow of Alfred,. 
Lord Tennyson, died at her home in Aldworth, 
England, on the roth inst., of congestion of 
the lungs. She was a daughter of Henry Sell- 
wood, of Somersby, and a niece of Sir John 
Franklin. She was married to Tennyson in 
1850. She was more or less of an invalid 
nearly all her later life, and for many years be- 
fore her death was confined to her room. She 
wrote verses of merit, several of which are 
printed in Palgrave’s ‘‘ Treasury of Sacred 
Song.” She was also a musician, and set to 
music some of her husband’s songs. She wrote 
the music for the lines dictated by Tennyson 
on his death-bed which were sung at his funeral’ 
in Westminster Abbey. Charles Tennyson, 
Lord Tennyson’s brother, married Lady Ten- 
nyson’s sister.

JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 


What to Eat is the title of a new gastronomic- 
literary monthly published at Minneapolis, 
Minn. 


/nternational is an illustrated monthly review 
of foreign literature in English translations. 
The Union Quoin Company, of Chicago, are 
the publishers. 

Mrs. ALice MorsE EARLE has written a series 
of articles on ‘‘ Curious Punishments of Bygone 
Days.” A certain number of these are to ap- 
pear in the Chaf- Book, beginning with the issue 
of August 15, and continuing through the au- 
tumn. Then they will be gathered into a 
small volume. Mrs. Earle has written for the 
Chap-Book before, a series of clever, unsigned 
articles, but this is her first appearance in its 
pages over her own name, 


Dr. WEIR MITCHELL’s novel of American life 
and character entitled ‘‘Hugh Wynne, Free 
Quaker,” to which reference was made by us 
some months ago, will begin asa serial in the 
November issue of the Century. The scene is 
laid in Philadelphia, before and during the 
Revolutionary War, and among the characters 
are Washington, Franklin, Lafayette, Dr. Ben- 
jamin Rush, Benedict Arnold, and Major An- 
dré. The hero of the story serves on Washing- 
ton’s staff. 


Du Mauvrier’s new story, ‘‘ The Martian,” 
is said to resemble ‘‘ Peter Ibbetson” rather 
than ‘‘ Trilby.” According to the Bookdbuyer, 
‘*The Martian,” like the earlier tales, has a 
core of psychologic mystery. Its title was 
suggested by a recent talk about possible in- 
habitants of Mars. But Du Maurier does 
not lay his scene in Mars; Antwerp, Paris, and 
London afford his characters their widest range. 
Now, if it could be proved that one of these 
art students whose life is described had, in a 
previous incarnation, lived in Mars—that would 
be one explanation of the title. But no trust- 
worthy information as to details of the story’s 
plot can yet be obtained. 


THE bound volume of Zhe Critic for the half- 
year, January to June, 1896, embracing about 
500 pages, is fully up to its acknowledged high 
standard. The book-criticisms are full, well- 
written, and up to date, and the reviews of 
topics of literary interest, of art, and of the 
stage have all beenentrusted totrained and com- 
petent pens. Among the special features of 
this volume are the illustrations, which include 
portraits of Alfred Austin, Robert Barr, Henry 
C. Bunner, Stephen Crane, Eugene Field, 
Eleanora Duse, Oliver Wendell Holmes, Thom- 
as Hughes, Paul Verlaine, Frederick Locker, 
etc.; and representations of Sargent’s paint- 
ings in the Boston Public Library, Tarbell’s 
‘Girl with White Azalias,” MacMonnies’s 
‘* Venus and Adonis,” and about twenty char- 
acteristic and artistic posters. The obituary 
notices are headed by more well-known 
names than one would wish included in so 
short a period. Among these are Bunner, 
Eugene Field, Anatole France, Holmes. Thom- 
as Hughes, Frederick Locker, Lord Leighton, 
Clara Schumann, and Paul Verlaine. Once a 
month Zhe Critic devotes a number to maga- 
zines, and when looking over the bound vol- 
umes this feature proves one of interest and 
great usefulness. The index is fu'l and well 
made. 
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NOTES ON CATALOGUES. 


Pror. THOMAS E, WILL, of the State Agri- 
cultural College of Kansas, prepared for the 
August issue of Zhe Arena a bibliography of 
literature dealing with the land question. The 
list contains nearly 500 references to books, 
pamphlets, reports, and articles in magazines. 
The list is the first of a series of bibliographies 
of literature dealing with vital social,and eco- 
nomic problems. (pp. 380-397.) 


SWAN SONNENSCHEIN & Co. have in press an 
‘*Index to the Marriages in the Gentleman's 
Magazine, 1731-1868.” The compiler, Henry 
Farrar, has been engaged on it for five years. 
The significance of this work is that the record 
of births, marriages, and deaths in the Gen//e- 
man's Magazine from 1731 to 1868 is unique, the 
bulk of its information not being obtainable 
elsewhere. The index will therefore be use- 
fulto historians, genealogists, and antiquarians. 


WiTH the April number the Library Bulletin 
of Cornell University was discontinued. Its 
annual record of publications by university 
officers will hereafter supplement the Presi- 
dent’s Annual Report. The General Find- 
ings-List of the miscellaneous portion of the 
President White Library is now in press, and a 
collection of the Fiske-Dante collection is now 
ready for the printers. A noticeable recent 
acquisition for the Cornell Library is the exten- 
sive collection of books relating to South Amer- 
ica made by the well-known naturalist Herbert 
H. Smith during his residence in Brazil. 


JOHN BARTLETT, the senior member of the 
firm of Little, Brown & Co., and the author of 
‘* Familiar Quotations,” the monumental ‘‘Con- 
cordancesto Shakespeare,” and a catalogue of 
books on Angling, including ichthyology, pisci- 
culture, fisheries, and fishing laws, etc., four 
years ago presented to the Library of Harvard 
College his exceptionally fine collection of works 
on angling and cognate themes. The group of 
works on angling proper was reinforced by the 
library’s own possessions, and the collection, 
as a whole, has now been catalogued by Miss 
Louise Rankin Albee among the library’s 
** Bibliographical Contributions.” A subject- 
index is subjoined. 


Dewey's decimal system of classification, 
which was rather enthusiastically accepted by 
the International Library Congress held last 
year at Brussels, is now meeting with opposi- 
tion from specialists in France and Germany, 
who consider that ‘‘such a mechanical system 
of classification of sciences which are being 
unrestrictedly developed cannot be main- 
tained.” In France, Leopold Delisle and Prof. 
Funck Brentano have already pronounced 
against it. Recently L. Polain in the Revue 
des Bibliothéques reviewed Mr. Dewey’s system 
rather severely in an article entitled ‘‘ Le Sys- 
téme Décimal en Bibliographie et les Publica- 
tions de l’Office International de Bibliographie,” 
claiming ‘‘that its complication and want of 
logic are contrary to the spirit of bibliography 
and to the sound working of libraries.” And 
lastly, Dr. O. Hartwig, the editor of the Centra/- 
blatt fiir Bibliothekswesen, fully endorses M. 
Polain’s dictum.
